-peat the warning against permit- 
ting children so affected to attend 
s¢hool. A cold should be regurd- 
ed as a potentially grave malady 
requiring isolation, bedrest and 
careful nursing. Otherwise com- 
‘plications, including prieumonia 
may be expected. 
The readiness with which the 
germs of the common cold and 
associated organisms are trans- 
mitted is aptly illustrated by the 
récord of a single family, living 
in a Boston suburb submitted to 
a technical journal by Dr. John 
W. Brown and Dr, Maxwell Fin- 
land The events, in chronological 
order, were as follows:
